FIGHTING IN LOMBOR, 


. THE STORMING OF MATARAM: 
TAKRM AT THR BAYONET'S POTWT. 


THR BALIERS KPIS THRIR WOMEN AND 
CHILDREN, 


(From our own Corraspondent.) 
: BATAVIA, October th. 

AnT thenght mteht happen, jost after the last 
mall tcf Imnortent news came from Lombok, 
Under date of the goth volt, an official cable 
reported thet Materam had been taken after a 
battle ef elght hours, duration, both sides fighting 
with great coursge and determination, The 
‘Datch trocps were ob'iged to take wall by wall 

ja this fortress ; so the stubborn resistance 
hy the enemy may be imagined, The 
Ballers had alev erected a formidable rampart 
which added to the d fficelties of the storming 
pirty. All the severe] post'irns were taken at the 
point af the bayonet. Inside, Mataram was fall 
of dead Ballers, The losses on the Dutch side 
were :-- :
